End of the road for Dutch Antilles 



tilles will stop existing from 
tomorrow when two of its is¬ 
lands become independent 
states in the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands and three become 
Dutch municipalities under a 
pact concluded last month. 

Until now, the Netherlands 
and its former colonies, the 
five-island Antilles and the 
neighbouring Caribbean isle of 
Aruba, were independent 
member countries of the King¬ 
dom of the Netherlands. 

But under the new deal, the 
Antillean islands of Curacao 
and St Maarten will become 
independent states in the King¬ 
dom, while Bonaire, Saba and 
St Eustatius will become

Dutch interior ministry 
spokesman Thijs Manten told 
AFP. "The composition of the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands 
will change.” 

From tomorrow, the king¬ 
dom will consist of the Nether¬ 
lands, Aruba and the two 
largest ex-Antillean islands: 
Curacao with about 150,000 
inhabitants and St Maarten 
with about 40,000 

The islands of Bonaire, 
Saba, and St Eustatius, with 
less than 20,000 inhabitants 
between them, will become 
special-status Dutch munici¬ 
palities. 


in referenda held on the is¬ 
lands, leading to the signing of 
a final pact by the Antilles, the 
Netherlands and Aruba on 
September 9. 

Curacao and St Maarten 
will each have their own par¬ 
liament, government, prime 
minister and currency: the 
guilder. 

Bonaire, Saba and St Eusta¬ 
tius will switch to the US dollar 
and have "island councils” akin 
to municipal councils. Their in¬ 
habitants will vote for the na¬ 
tional Dutch government. 

The three new municipa¬ 
lities will have to adopt many 
Dutch laws. The most con¬ 
tentious among them, allowing

for abortion, gay mar- riage 
and euthanasia, will be system¬ 
atically adopted over a period 
of two years, said Manten. 

"The big benefit of all this 
is that a country that did not 
function properly (the Antilles) 
will stop existing,” he added. 
"It will free the islands from a 
lot of debt and allow them to 
make a fresh start, creating 
space for new policy formula¬ 
tion and spending on things 
like health and education.” 

Under the deal, the Dutch 
government would take over 
70 percent of the debt of the 
Antilles, estimated at some 1.7 
billion euros (2.4 billion dol¬ 
lars). 

Aruba’s Prime Minister 
Eman comments on this his¬ 
torical date 10-10-10 

“We looked too much on 
what divides us instead to look 
on what unites us.” That were 
the words of PM Eman regard¬ 


ing the questions on the rela¬ 
tion of the islands after 
10.10.10. “Aruba will continue 
cooperating with the rest of the 
islands. Aruba is already coop¬ 
erating with the formalization 
of governmental changes just 
as the Antilles did when Aruba 
got its Status Aparte in Jaunary 
1, 1986. 

Eman expressed his satis¬ 
faction that Holland will con¬ 
tinue forming part of the 
island’s new governmental 
structure. “Cooperation and 
goals has to be defined. What 
can Aruba offer to Holland to 
open and get cooperation from 
the Latin America market. The 
position of the ABC islands is 
excellent and we must make 
good use of it. We must attract 
markets like Brazil,” he added. 

“The relations between the 
three islands must intensify to, 
together, look into the possibi¬ 
lities for a stronger bond with 
Europe,” he concluded.

Hungarian town mourns 
dead, missing in toxic 


sludge disaster 


OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Jailed 
Chinese dissident Liu Xiaobo 
won the 2010 Nobel Peace 
Prize yesterday, sparking a fu¬ 
rious backlash from Beijing 
and renewed Western calls for 
his immediate release. 

The 54-year-old writer and 
university professor was hon¬ 
oured "for his long and non-vi¬ 
olent struggle for fundamental 
human rights in China," Nor¬ 
wegian Nobel Committee 
chairman Thorbjoern Jagland 
said in his announcement. 

"The Norwegian Nobel 
Committee has long believed 
that there is a close connection 
between human rights and 
peace," he added. 

Liu was sentenced last De¬ 
cember to 11 years behind bars 
for subversion, following the 
2008 release of "Charter 08," a 
manifesto for reform signed by 
more than 300 Chinese intel¬ 
lectuals, academics and writ¬ 
ers. 

He is one of only three peo¬ 
ple to win the Peace Prize 
while in prison, after 1991 lau¬ 
reate Aung San Suu Kyi of 
Myanmar and German pacifist 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Belgian King Albert II tapped 
yesterday the head of the 
Flemish nationalist N-VA party 
to make another attempt at 
forming a government, giving 
him 10 days to try to resurrect 
talks, the palace said. 

The king asked Bart De 
Wever "to undertake a 10-day 
clarification mission with the 
seven parties that had been part 
of the negotiations to narrow 
their differences" on the main 
points of divergence which had 
led the talks to collapse on 
Monday, the palace said in 
statement. 

Belgium has been without a 
government since June elections 
in which the separatist N-VA

Carl von Ossietzky, who was 
in a Nazi jail when he won in 
1935. 

Following yesterday’s an¬ 
nouncement, US President 
Barack Obama, the 2009 Peace 
laureate, called for Liu's re¬ 
lease, as did a number of Euro¬ 
pean governments and human 
rights groups. 

Two other former Peace 
Prize winners, the Dalai Lama 
and Lech Walesa of Poland, 
also hailed Liu's win and called 


came out on top in Flanders. 

After an earlier round of 
talks led by French-speaking 
Socialist leader Elio di Rupo 
reached a dead end in early 
September, De Wever was 
charged with trying to put to¬ 
gether a coalition. 

The separatist N-VA wants

China's reaction raised con¬ 
cerns of a crackdown on other 
pro-democracy activists, but 
Jagland insisted that was no 
reason not to speak about the 
country's human rights viola¬ 
tions. 

Liu, who has been detained 
several times, was a key figure 
in the pro-democracy student 
movement in China in 1989, 
which was brutally crushed by 
Chinese authorities and culmi¬ 
nated in the Tiananmen Square 
crackdown. 

China said Liu's award 
would damage relations with 
Norway at a time when the two 
countries are negotiating a 
trade agreement which Oslo 
hopes to sign by the end of the 
year. 


Hurricane 
Otto forms 
in Atlantic 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - 
Hurricane Otto, the eighth 
hurricane of the 2010 season, 
formed in the Atlantic yester¬ 
day east of the Caribbean, the 
Miami-based National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said. 

The center of Otto was 
some 1,600 kilometers (1,000 
miles) east of Miami and 715 
kilometers (445 miles) south 
of Bermuda, the NHC said. 

The storm was moving 
away from land towards the 
northeast into the open At¬ 
lantic at at around 28 kilome¬ 
ters (17 miles) per hour. 

Otto has maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of 120 kilome¬ 
ters (75 miles) an hour, 
making it a category one hur¬ 
ricane on the five-level Saf- 
fir-Simpson scale, the NHC 
said. 


KOLONTAR, Hungary (AFP) 
- "I don't know what Janos is 
going do when he gets home 
from hospital and his poor wife 
is still missing," Janosne 
Takacs says with tears in her 
eyes. 

She and her husband are 
standing in front of what is left 
of the house of her 76-year-old 
cousin, Janosne Szanyi, who 
has been missing since a tidal 
wave of toxic sludge slammed 
through this tiny village in 
western Hungary four days 
ago. 

Seven people from Kolon- 
tar died when the residue reser¬ 
voir of an alumina processing 
plant in nearby Ajka burst, 
spewing out 1.1 million cubic 
meters of toxic sludge and 
causing an ecological catastro¬ 
phe in the area. 

Five of the victims have 
been identified. Two, whose 
bodies were found in another 
village Devecsar a few kilome¬ 
tres away, have not and one 
more person is still missing. 

It remains unclear whether 
Szanyi is the person still miss¬ 
ing or whether she is one of the 
bodies that have been found in 
the sludge. 

Kolontar — which is just a 
stone's throw away from the 
reservoir — remains a scene of 
devastation. 

Cars that were overturned 
and swept away by the flood 
remain in the gardens and 
fields, broken furniture and de¬ 
bris are strewn everywhere. 

Police and soldiers have set 
up checkpoints to control who 
enters and leaves the area, with 
only rescue teams, local resi¬ 
dents and journalists allowed 
to pass. 

The rain from earlier in the 
week has given way to sun¬ 
shine, drying the remains of 
the caustic, foul-smelling mud 
that still covers everything into 
powder. 

And those residents who 
have returned to try and sal¬ 
vage what is left of their be¬ 


longings are wearing face 
masks so as not to inhale the 
dust. 

One of the volunteer rescue 
workers, who would only give 
his first name as Tibor, ex¬ 
plained that the roads were 
being sprayed with water to 
hold the dust down, "otherwise 
we would be breathing this in 
all day long." 

The army has built a tempo¬ 
rary bridge in the village to re¬ 
place one that was washed 
away in the disaster. It was the 
area on the far side of the 
bridge that bore the brunt of 
the flood's force and the check¬ 
point to that part of the village 
remains closed. 

When Prime Minister Vik¬ 
tor Orban visited Kolontar ear¬ 
lier this week, he estimated it 
would be too difficult to re¬ 
build that part of the village 
and a new area would have to 
cleared for reconstruction. 

But locals said they were 
probably not likely to return 
here anyway.

Dutch museum says 



The work, which depicts a 
man and his wife by an open 
hearth, is on display for a 
month. 

The statement said that Van 
de Wetering had based his con¬ 
clusion on similarities between 
"Tobias and His Wife" and 
other works by Rembrandt, 
and a "specific feeling for de¬ 
tail" similar to the master's 
work of the 1640s. 

"The application of per¬ 
spective in the work and the 
step in the foreground all sug¬ 
gest that the work is a genuine 
Rembrandt," it said under the 
heading "No Doubt". 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - A painting at¬ 
tributed for 300 years to a 
pupil of Dutch artist Rem¬ 
brandt van Rijn was in fact the 
work of the 17th century mas¬ 
ter himself, a Rotterdam mu¬ 
seum said Wednesday. 

"Up to now, we thought that 
the canvas was painted by a 
student of Rembrandt," Boij- 
mans van Beuningen museum 
spokeswoman Carola de 
Groen told AFP of the work 
entitled "Tobias and His Wife". 

But Dutch Rembrandt ex¬ 
pert Ernst van de Wetering pre¬ 
sented a report this week with 
evidence that the work was of 


the master himself. 

"We have just been in¬ 
formed that Museum Boijmans 
van Beuningen has a new 
Rembrandt in the collection," 
said a statement. 

The oil painting of 40.3 
centimeters (about 16 inches) 
high and 54 cm wide was 
given to the museum on loan 
by an art foundation in 1972 as 
an example of the work of one 
of Rembrandt's students. 

Since its authentication, the 
painting has been valued at 
eight million euros (11 million 
dollars) — up from an estima¬ 
tion of 80,000 euros last week, 
de Groen said. 


1.5 million copies of Bush memoir 
to hit shelves 


NEW YORK (AFP) - One 
and a half million copies of 
George W. Bush's memoir hit 
the shelves next month, along 
with an e-book version con¬ 
taining a video message from 
the former president and his 
home movies, Crown pub¬ 
lishers said yesterday. 

"Decision Points" goes on 
sale in the United States and 
Canada on November 9, a 
week after mid-term congres¬ 
sional elections are predicted 
to see heavy gains for Bush's 
Republican Party. 

The huge print run is 
equivalent to that for former 
Democratic president Bill 
Clinton's book, "My Life," 
which was a runaway hit. 

Bush left office in 2009 
with rock bottom popularity 
due to the US economic crisis 
and wars in Iraq and 



Afghanistan. 

But Crown, part of Ran¬ 
dom House, said in a state¬ 
ment that Bush's book, priced 
at 35 dollars, would be 


"news-making" and would 
"bring history alive for read¬ 
ers." 

Innovations include an in¬ 
teractive e-book with the 
president's most memorable 
speeches, a video introduc¬ 
tion by Bush, "intimate Bush 
family movies" and hand¬ 
written letters from his corre¬ 
spondence collection. 

"'Decision Points' is a non- 
traditional presidential mem¬ 
oir that renders in vivid detail 
the circumstances in which 
President Bush made some of 
the most historically defining 
decisions of our era," Tina 
Constable, senior vice presi¬ 
dent at Crown, said. 

A cloth-bound, signed ver¬ 
sion of the print book will go 
on sale for 350 dollars on No¬ 
vember 30. 
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The Netherlands presents 
Vietnam with ‘Thang 
Long-Hanoi’ tulip 



HANOI, Vietnam — The 
Netherlands has given a new 
tulip species called Thang 
Long - Hanoi to the Viet¬ 
namese capital city for its 
millennial anniversary. 

The new tulip species was 
presented to Prime Minister 
Nguyen Tan Dung by Prime 
Minister Jan Peter Bailee - 
nende during their meeting 
this week at the sidelines of 
the eighth Asia-Europe Meet¬ 
ing in Brussels. 

The Hanoi People’s Com¬ 
mittee received the flowers 
together with an international 
certificate for the species the 
day after. 


According to Joop Schef¬ 
fers, the Dutch ambassador in 
Vietnam, the species was 
named Thang Long - Hanoi, 
because Dutch biologists 
combined red and yellow 
tulips to produce it - the col¬ 
ors of the Vietnamese flag. 

It was a gift representing 
the two countries’ friendship, 
he said, adding that the 
Netherlands will transfer 
flower-growing knowledge 
and technology to Vietnam. 

The Hanoi People’s Com¬ 
mittee presented the ambas¬ 
sador with two photo books 
about 1,000 years of Thang 
Long - Hanoi.

LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - The Nobel Peace prize 
award to jailed Chinese dissi¬ 
dent Liu Xiaobo will make 
Beijing think twice about im¬ 
prisoning critics in the future, 
a writer and friend of the new 
laureate said yesterday. 

Yu Jie, who published a 
book critical of Chinese Prime 
Minister Wen Jiabao in August 
in defiance of a warning he 
could be jailed, said he stayed 
up late to find out who won the 
award — and cried when he 
learned that Liu had won. 

’T stayed up all night. My 
tears ran down," he told AFP. 

Liu's award drew stinging 
criticism from Beijing as well 
as immediate calls from around 
the world for his release. 

"Twenty years ago Liu Xi¬ 
aobo said that China needed 
someone with moral clarity 
about what China needs. Now 
he has become just that person, 
that he himself was looking 
for," Yu said, speaking via a 
translator. 

The Nobel award will make 
it better for other Chinese dis¬ 
sidents, Yu said."It will actu¬ 
ally be much better for people 
like me and other critics and 
activists, because China will 


think twice before they put an¬ 
other person like Liu Xiaobo in 
prison." 

Yesterday the author said 
the Nobel award for his fellow 
writer — whom he calls a 
"close friend" — made him 
happier to return to China. 

Ann Lau, an Los Angeles- 
based Chinese rights activist 
involved in organizing Yu's US 


trip, compared the Nobel 
award to the fall of the Iron 
Curtain in 1989. 

"It was the same feeling as 
when the Berlin Wall came 
down. You wanted to cry you 
wanted to yell, so much emo¬ 
tion, finally we can see some 
light at the end of the tunnel," 
she said. 

UN Secretary General Ban 


Ki-moon welcomed Chinese 
dissident Liu Xiaobo being 
awarded the 2010 Nobel Peace 
Prize, saying the move recog¬ 
nized a global effort to im¬ 
prove human rights. 

Liu's Nobel "is a recogni¬ 
tion of the growing interna¬ 
tional consensus for improving 
human rights practices and cul¬ 
ture around the world," Ban 


said in a statement. 

"Over the past years, China 
has achieved remarkable eco¬ 
nomic advances, lifted millions 
out of poverty, broadened polit¬ 
ical participation and steadily 
joined the international main¬ 
stream in its adherence to recog¬ 
nized human rights instruments 
and practices," he said. 

Ban expressed his "sincere 
hopes that any differences on 
this decision will not detract 
from advancement of the 
human rights agenda globally 
or the high prestige and inspi¬ 
rational power of the award." 

Earlier yesterday in 
Geneva, UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Human Rights Navi 
Pillay hailed Liu as vital 
human rights defender whose 
work can help China develop. 

"We welcome this recogni¬ 
tion of the very important role 
human rights defenders play in 
China and in many other coun¬ 
tries, as well as the challenges 
they face," said Pillay. 

"Also the courage they so 
often show in speaking up for 
what they believe in. Advo¬ 
cates like Liu Xiaobo can 
make an important contribu¬ 
tion to China's development," 
she added.

Solar surprises raise questions for 
climate models 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists found 
that a decline in the Sun's activ¬ 
ity did not lead as expected to a 
cooling of the Earth, a surprise 
finding that could have reper¬ 
cussions for computer models 
on climate change. 

The Sun's activity is 
known to wax and wane over 
11-year cycles, which means 
that in theory the amount of 
radiation reaching Earth de¬ 
clines during the "waning" 
phase. 

The new study was carried 
out between 2004 and 2007 
during a solar waning phase. 

The amount of energy in 
the ultraviolet part of the en¬ 
ergy spectrum fell, the re¬ 
searchers found. 

But, contrary to expecta¬ 
tion, radiation in the visible 
part of the energy spectrum 
increased, rather than de¬ 
clined, which caused a warm¬ 
ing effect. 

The investigation, based 
mainly on satellite data, is 
important because of a debate 
over how far global warming 
is attributable to Man or to 
natural causes. 

Firefox 4 to add 
Microsoft’s Bing 
as search option 

When Firefox 4 finally 
makes its debut, the English 
language search bar will re¬ 
tain options for Google and 
Yahoo, but will also add Mi¬ 
crosoft's Bing and ditch links 
to Answers.com and Creative 
Commons, Mozilla said in a 
Wednesday blog post. 

"In addition to greatly im¬ 
proving performance, adding 
advanced graphics capabili¬ 
ties, and rethinking how peo¬ 
ple use tabs to organize their 
online lives, we have also 
been looking closely at the 
search options that we in¬ 
clude in the search box, 
which appears to the right of 
the URL bar," Mozilla wrote. 


Climatologists say that 
warming is overwhelmingly 
due to man-made greenhouse 
gases — invisible carbon 
emissions from coal, gas and 
coal that linger in the atmos¬ 
phere and trap solar heat. 

But a vocal lobby of scep¬ 
tics say that this is flawed or 
alarmist, and point out that 
Earth has known periods of 
cooling and warming that are 
due to variations in the Sun's 
output. 

"These results are chal¬ 
lenging what we thought we 


knew about the Sun's effect 
on our climate," said lead au¬ 
thor Joanna Haigh, a profes¬ 
sor at Imperial College 
London where she is also a 
member of the Grantham In¬ 
stitute for Climate change. 

"However, they only show 
us a snapshot of the Sun's ac¬ 
tivity and its behaviour over 
the three years of our study 
could be an anomaly." 

Insisting on caution, 
Haigh said that if the Sun 
turned out to have a warming 
effect during the "waning" 
part of the cycle, it might also 
turn out to have a cooling ef¬ 
fect during the "waxing" part 
of the cycle. 

In that case, greenhouse 
gases would be more to 
blame than thought for the 
perceptible rise in global 
temperatures over the past 
century. 

"We cannot jump to any 
conclusions based on what 
we have found during this 
comparatively short period," 
Haigh said. "We need to carry 
out further studies to explore 
the Sun's activity, and the pat¬ 
terns that we have uncovered, 
on longer timescales."

Can Herbal Supplements 
Treat Anxiety? 


Japanese researchers in¬ 
structed male and female vol¬ 
unteers to ride an exercise 
bicycle at varying levels of 
intensity and found that men 
are more efficient at sweat¬ 
ing. Basically, women need 
to build up more body heat 
than men before they start 
sweating. 

The findings were pub¬ 
lished online and in the Oct. 
1 issue of the journal Experi¬ 


mental Physiology. 

"It appears that women are 
at a disadvantage when they 
need to sweat a lot during ex¬ 
ercise, especially in hot con¬ 
ditions," study coordinator 
Yoshimitsu Inoue, of the 
Laboratory for Human Per¬ 
formance Research at Osaka 
International University, said 
in a news release from the 
journal's publisher. 

Inoue added that the find¬ 


ings help improve under¬ 
standing of why men and 
women cope differently with 
temperature extremes such as 
heat waves. 

There may be an evolu¬ 
tionary reason why men 
sweat more easily than 
women, the study authors 
noted. 

"Women generally have 
less body fluid than men and 
may become dehydrated 
more easily," Inoue said. 
"Therefore, the lower sweat 
loss in women may be an 
adaptation strategy that at¬ 
taches importance to survival 
in a hot environment, while 
the higher sweat rate in men 
may be a strategy for greater 
efficiency of action or labor." 

His advice? In hot 
weather, women should take 
more care than men. But, he 
added, "Both men and 
women can acclimate them¬ 
selves better to heat if they 
exercise regularly before a 
heat wave comes." 


Herbal supplements contain¬ 
ing kava or passionflower ap¬ 
pear to be a safe and effective 
treatment for the symptoms 
of anxiety, a new review of 
existing research suggests. 

Kava and passionflower 
have long been used in tradi¬ 
tional medicine for their 
calming properties, and the 
herbs are now sold in stores 
as capsules or liquid extracts. 
The evidence is “strong” that 
such products may actually 
help people with anxiety, ac¬ 
cording to the review. 

By contrast, the authors 
found insufficient evidence 
for the use of St. John’s wort, 
a popular herbal remedy used 


primarily to treat mild de¬ 
pression. 

Experts not involved in 
the study say the findings 
should be taken with a grain 
of salt, however. 

The review’s conclusions 
are “premature,” says Mary 
Chavez, a professor of phar¬ 
macy practice at the Texas 
A&M Health Science Center, 
in Kingsville. “The studies 
[the authors] look at are very 
small and short, and they 
don’t go into the quality of 
the studies. They’re prelimi¬ 
nary studies, and I think more 
supportive studies are needed 
before we can recommend 
such products.” 


Bacteria confirmed as culprit in 
Black Death 


PARIS (AFP) - Anthropolo¬ 
gists said on Friday they had 
confirmed long-running sus¬ 
picions that a germ called 
Yersinia pestis caused the 
plague that wiped out an es¬ 
timated third of Europe's 
population in the Middle 
Ages. 

Teeth and bones sampled 
from 76 skeletons found in 
"plague pits" in France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy and the Nether¬ 
lands and sequenced for 
DNA intrusion are conclusive 
evidence that Y. pestis was to 
blame, they said. 

Y. pestis has been in the 
dock for more than a century 
as the source of so-called 
Black Death, which gripped 
Europe in successive out¬ 
breaks from the 14th to the 
18th century. 

But scientific data to con¬ 
vict the bacterium have until 
now been sketchy or debat¬ 
able. 

As a result, a clutch of 
rival theories have blos¬ 
somed, including the con¬ 
tention that an Ebola-style 
virus or the anthrax germ 
were to blame. 

The study, published in 
the open-access journal PLoS 
Pathogens, also sheds unex¬ 
pected light on the geograph¬ 
ical route taken by the germ, 
which is believed to have 
originated in central or south¬ 


ern Asia before arriving in 
Europe through trade. 

"The history of this pan¬ 
demic is much more compli¬ 
cated than we had previously 
thought," said Stephanie 
Haensch, a co-leader of the 
research, at Johannes Guten¬ 
berg University in Mainz, 
Germany. 

In samples where Y. pestis 
genes were found, the re¬ 
searchers ran a test for 20 
DNA markers to identify a 
particular bacterial strain. 

They wanted to see if 
there was a match for either 
of two types of Y. pestis that 
are still knocking around the 
world today, in parts of 
Africa, America, the Middle 
East and in the former Soviet 
Union. 

But neither of these mod¬ 
ern types, known as Orien- 
talis and Medievalis, showed 
up. 

Instead, two unknown 
types were found, both of 
them older than today's 
strains and different from 
each other. 

The map of Y. pestis' death 
march in Western Europe 
starts in November 1347, 
presumably driven by fleas 
living on rats which crept on- 
land from a merchant ship 
docked at the Mediterranean 
French port of Marseille. 

Over the next six years, it 


then spread through western 
France to northern France 
and then over to England, 
again through commerce. 

However, a different strain 
was found in a mass grave in 
Bergen op Zoom, a port in 
the southern Netherlands. 

This suggests Y. pestis 
also entered Europe from the 
north, perhaps from Norway 
and via Friesland, a northern 
Dutch province. 

After the initial surge from 
1347, the panemic progres¬ 
sively spread around the con¬ 
tinent, inflicting a toll that 
had massive social and polit¬ 
ical repercussions.

Computer security expert 
shoots down ’10/10/10' 


fears 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Computer security firm 
Sophos has shot down rumors 
that a "10/10/10" virus will 
strike computers at 10:00 a.m. 
on Sunday — October 10, 
2010. 

"It's just the kind of scare 
that people love to murmur 
about, and share with their on¬ 
line friends, but I'm afraid it 
has no basis in fact," Sophos' 
Graham Cluley wrote in a blog 
post. 

"Focusing on particular 
dates is not the way to keep 
your computer protected 
against malware attack," Clu¬ 
ley said. 

"The truth is that there is 
malicious software which trig¬ 


gers every day of the year — so 
worrying about one particular 
date or time is actually 
counter-productive, as it im¬ 
plies that you should take less 
care on other dates," he said. 

"The reason why the 10th 
October has received a little 
more attention is because of 
the cute quirk of the numbers 
reading 10/10/10," he said. 

"But even that's not a new 
idea. For instance, in the run¬ 
up to March 3 2003, I had to 
debunk rumours that the Inter¬ 
net would stop working at 
03/03/03," Cluley said. 

"The 10/10/10 rumour, just 
like the 03/03/03 one, is utter 
codswallop." 


Chinese bank chief rejects 
quick yuan revaluation 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
China's top central banker yes¬ 
terday rejected demands for a 
quick revaluation of the yuan, 
stating the emerging giant 
would reform gradually rather 
then engaging in "shock ther¬ 
apy." 

Under fierce pressure from 
the United States, Europe and 
Japan, central bank governor 
Zhou Xiaochuan said the yuan 
would move gradually toward 
an "equilibrium" level. 

With the recovery still

painfully slow in the devel¬ 
oped world, China and other 
emerging markets are being 
asked to allow a more level¬ 
playing field for trade. 

Attempting to defuse sim¬ 
mering tensions, IMF chief 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn said 
China would not be expected 
to revalue its currency over¬ 
night. 

But earlier yesterday, Treas¬ 
ury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner gave a glimpse of 
Washington's impatience with 
the pace of reform so far. 

"The United States believes 
that global rebalancing is not 
progressing as well as needed 
to avoid threats to the global 
economic recovery," he told 
the IMF's 186 other member 
states. 

Geithner added the solidar¬ 
ity shown in the wake of the 
global financial crisis was at 
risk of disappearing as coun¬ 
tries like China fail to switch 
the foundation of their 
economies from foreign to do¬ 
mestic demand. 


European markets shake off bad US 
job news, dollar steady 


LONDON, Enghland (AFP) 
- European stock markets 
held firm yesterday in the 
face of a disappointing US 
jobs report that sparked a 
fleeting rise in the euro be¬ 
fore the single currency 
turned weaker against the 
dollar. 

Despite mounting tension 
on currency markets and the 
start of a meeting of the 
world's top finance chiefs in 
Washington, it was the latest 
US government assessment 
of the job market that preoc¬ 
cupied investors. 

The US economy lost 
95,000 jobs in September, 
surprising analysts who had 
foreseen a flat reading and 
suggesting the US recovery 
remained sluggish at best. 

European stocks initially 
lost ground on the report but 
a closer reading convinced 
investors that there were 
some positive points. The un¬ 
employment rate, for exam¬ 
ple, was unchanged at 9.6 
percent. 

In addition government 
payrolls fell by a larger-than- 
expected 159,000 but the pri¬ 
vate-sector payroll employ¬ 
ment rose 64,000, slightly 
below expectations. 

"The total number was a 
job loss but if we strip out 
government, for now we are 
looking at private-sector pay¬ 
roll growth, which is posi¬ 
tive," said Dan Greenhaus, 
chief economic strategist at 
Miller Tabak. 

By the close of trade, the 


London FTSE 100 index was 
down just 0.08 percent at 
5,657.61 points. In Paris, the 
CAC 40 fell 0.19 percent to 
3,763.18 points while in 
Frankfurt the DAX edged up 
0.25 percent to 6,291.67 
points. 

"The (job) figures were 
mixed, even if the loss of 
95,000 positions (overall) is 
unsettling," said Yves Mar- 
cais of Global Equities in 
Paris. 

"In any case, we would 
have to see better figures if 
the unemployment rate is to 
show a sustained decline." 

Elsewhere in Europe, Am¬ 
sterdam fell 0.34 percent and 
Madrid 0.18 percent while 
share prices in Milan rose 
0.28 percent. 

Wall Street traded mostly 
flat. The blue-chip Dow 
Jones Industrial Average was 
up 0.25 percent mid-day, 
with the tech-heavy Nasdaq 
down 0.07 percent. 

On the currency market 
the euro in late-day trade was 
at 1.3915 dollars, down from 
1.3923 dollars late Thursday 
in New York. 

The dollar was at 81.86 
yen against 82.39 yen on 
Thursday. But the US unit at 
one point fell to 81.73, its 
lowest reading since late 
April 1995. 

The US employment re¬ 
port appeared to strengthen 
the likelihood that the US 
Federal Reserve would adopt 
new economic stimulus 


measures, likely injecting 
money into the economy 
through the purchase of 
bonds and other assets — ac¬ 
tion that would depress the 
dollar further. 

As a result the euro rose 
against the dollar just after 
the US job figures became 
known but the gains fizzled 
out on the realisation that a 
stronger euro threatened the 
competitiveness of eurozone 
exports. 

"If the euro remained at its 
current level it would be con¬ 
sistent with a very sharp ex¬ 
port slowdown next year and 
would have knock-on effects 
on the domestic economy 
too," warned analysts at Cap¬ 
ital Economics. 

Recent weeks have seen 
countries from Japan to 
Colombia intervene to stop 
their currencies from rising to 
levels that would make ex¬ 
ports prohibitively expensive, 
sparking talk of a currency 
war among key trading na¬ 
tions. 

"It is a very real threat and 
it will be in focus this week¬ 
end at the IMF-World Bank 
series of meetings in Wash¬ 
ington," said GFT analyst 
David Morrison. 

Finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bankers from 187 coun¬ 
tries convene for an annual 
meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund confronted 
by warnings that currency 
market competition could 
wreck the global recovery. 


Japan cabinet approves $61.3 bln stimulus 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japan's cabinet yesterday ap¬ 
proved a new emergency stim¬ 
ulus package worth 61.3 
billion dollars to help shore up 
an economy hit hard by defla¬ 
tion and the impact of a strong 
yen. 

The 5.05 trillion yen plan 
will be financed by an extra 
budget, which the government 
is trying to finalise by the end 
of this month. 

But the fate of the package 
and the budget will hang on 
Prime Minister Naoto Kan's 
ability to muster the support of 
opposition lawmakers to pass 
them through parliament, 
given the ruling party's lack of 
a clear majority. 

The stimulus is the Kan ad¬ 
ministration's second since it 
came to power in June and in¬ 
cludes job programmes, wel¬ 
fare spending and programs 
for small businesses and infra¬ 
structure. 

Kan came to power pledg¬ 


ing to slash spending and work 
towards cutting the world's 
biggest industrialised debt run¬ 
ning close to 200 percent of 
gross domestic product, but 
Japan's malaise has compli¬ 
cated those ambitions. 

The latest stimulus also in¬ 
cludes provisions to find new 
sources of rare earth minerals 
used in high tech components 


VILNIUS, Lithuania (AFP) - 
The Baltic state of Lithuania 
has struck a deal to act as hub 
for an annual 17.5 million bar¬ 
rels of Venezuelan crude oil 
bound for landlocked neigh¬ 
bour Belarus, officials said 
yesterday. 

"We have agreed to sign the 
accord by the end of October 
for the transit via Lithuania of 
Venezuelan oil heading to Be¬ 
larus," said the Lithuanian

Lincecum tied a major 
league record for the most 
strikeouts in the first playoff 
career start, as San Fran¬ 
cisco won their first post¬ 
season game since their last 
playoff appearance seven 
years ago. 

'That’s one of the best ef¬ 
forts I've ever seen," Giants 
manager Bruce Bochy said. 
"What a great job that kid 
did. He's tough." 

Cody Ross drove in the 
game's only run after a 
missed umpire call in the 
fourth inning. Buster Posey

had two hits, scored a run and 
also stole the first base of his 
career. 

Lincecum pitched a gem, 
a day after Philadelphia's Roy 
Halladay threw only the sec¬ 
ond no-hitter in postseason

Lincecum outdueled 
playoff veteran Derek 
Lowe. 

Ross singled in the 
only run Lincecum 
needed in the fourth 
after Posey was called 
safe on a steal of sec¬ 
ond by umpire Paul 
Emmel.

"I haven't seen it," 
manager Bobby Cox 
said.

World number three 
Narang, who earlier won 
gold in the 10m air rifle in¬ 
dividual and pairs event, 
teamed up with Imran Hasan 
Khan to score a total of 2325 
points in the finals of the 
50m Rifle 3 Positions event. 

The Indian duo shattered 
the 16-year-old Games 
record of Michael Dion and 
Wayne Sorensen, made in 
Victoria, Canada.

Moss ready to join new Vikings teammates against Jets 


MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Randy Moss practiced with 
the Minnesota Vikings last- 
Thursday for the first time 
since being traded from New 
England and told supporters 
he expects to reverse the 
club's fortunes. 

The Vikings have lost two 
of their first three games but 
the return of Moss, a receiver 
who became an NFL star in a 
prior seven-year stint with 
Minnesota, gives quarterback 
Brett Favre a prime target and 
fans new hope. 

"To all the Vikings fans 
that are coming to the 
Metrodome, pull your 84 jer¬ 
seys out," Moss said. "I think 
this is going to be a fun ride." 

Moss will play for the 
Vikings for the first time 
since his 2005 trade to Oak¬ 
land when Minnesota visits 
the New York Jets (3-1) on 
Monday night. 

"There's no other place I 
would rather get traded to," 
Moss said. "I thought about 
this time and time again. 
How is this thing going to 
play out? Is the love for me 
still here? All I've been seeing

Moss was playing in the 
final year of a three-season 
contract worth 27 million 
dollars and said he expected 
not to be back with the Patri¬ 
ots next season.

with Randy," Belichick said. 
"There never has been one 
with me in four years. And it 
certainly wasn't about con¬ 
tract and money." 

Moss caught 98 passes for 
1,493 yards and 23 touch¬ 
downs two seasons ago to 
help the Patriots reach the 
Super Bowl but did not make 
a catch in a Monday night 
rout of Miami. 

Belichick would only say 
Moss was traded for "a com¬ 
bination of factors" and "in 
the best interest of the team". 

The Vikings will face the 
Patriots on October 31. 

"I look forward to facing 
those guys," Moss said. 

In seven prior seasons 
with the Vikings, Moss 
caught 574 passes for 9,142 
yards and 90 touchdowns. 

But even with Favre, who 
turns 41 on Sunday, back in 
the lineup, the Vikings have 
struggled, ranking among the 
bottom of the NFL in most 


passing statistics in part be¬ 
cause Favre has lacked a 
threatening receiver to catch 
his passes. 

Kansas City, the NFL's 
lone undefeated club at 3-0 
coming off a bye week, will 
return to action Sunday at In¬ 
dianapolis, where the Colts 
will try to bounce back from 
a last-second loss to Jack¬ 
sonville that dropped them to 
2 - 2 .

Contador goes on attack amid fresh 
doping claims 


MADRID (AFP) - Three¬ 
time Tour de France cham¬ 
pion Alberto Contador on 
Friday went on the offensive 
amid fresh allegations that he 
received a blood transfusion 
during this year's race. 

Reports in Belgian maga¬ 
zine Humo alleged that he 
may have used banned sub¬ 
stance Clenbuterol during the 
Criterium-Dauphine race in 
June and withdrawn blood 
thereafter to use for a later 
transfusion. 


Contador had dismissed 
earlier claims that he took 
performance-enhancing 
products and vowed to sue 
anyone who made similar al¬ 
legations. 

"The legal team of Alberto 
Contador will take legal ac¬ 
tion against defamatory infor¬ 
mation published so far by 
various media and websites, 
due to their absolute lack of 
veracity," Contador's press 
agent, Jacinto Vidarte, 
warned. 


Contador, 27, was provi¬ 
sionally suspended by the In¬ 
ternational Cycling Union 
(UCI) last week after a mi¬ 
nuscule amount of Clen¬ 
buterol, a weight-loss and 
muscle-building drug, was 
found in one of his samples 
after a test on July 21; the 
Tour’s final rest day. 

The Spaniard, who won 
the Tour de France in 2007, 
2009 and 2010, argues the 
traces of Clenbuterol that 
were detected came from his 
consumption of tainted beef 
from Spain. 

But a report broadcast on 
German state-run television 
station ARD last week sug¬ 
gested that the positive test re¬ 
sult likely occurred because 
he received a transfusion of 
his own blood that had already 
had traces of the drug in it. 

Contador has strongly de¬ 
nied knowingly using Clen¬ 
buterol.
